Health Law Rebates to Top $1B 


Who Gets Refunds 

Thanks to a provision in the health care reform law, millions of consumers 
will be receiving rebates from their insurers this summer: 

w Almost one-third of consumers in the individual market will get rebates 
averaging $127. These are consumers who are not covered by an employer and 
purchase their policies directly from an insurance company. 
w Average amounts will vary by state. The highest will be paid in Alaska 
(average of $305), Maryland ($294) and Pennsylvania ($243). No individual 
market insurers in Hawaii, Maine and D.C. expect to issue rebates. 
w Nationwide, rebates to individual consumers will total $426 million, (ap)

Washington 

More than 3 million health insur- 
ance policyholders and thousands 
of employers will share $1.3 bil- 
lion in rebates this year, thanks 
to President Obama’s health care 
law, a nonpartisan research group 
said Thursday. 

The rebates should average 
$127 for the people who get them, 
and Democrats are hoping they’ll 
send an election-year message that 
Obama’s much-criticized health 
care overhaul is starting to pay div- 
idends for consumers. Critics of the 
law call that wishful thinking. 

The law requires insurance com- 
panies to spend at least 80 percent of 
the premiums they collect on med- 
ical care and quality improvement 
or return the difference to consum- 
ers and employers. Although many 


large employer plans already meet 
that standard, it’s the first time the 
government has imposed such a 
requirement on the entire health 
insurance industry. 

“This is one of the most tangi- 
ble benefits of the health reform law 
that consumers will have seen to 
date,” said Larry Levitt, an expert 
on private insurance with the Kaiser 
Family Foundation, which analyzed 
industry filings with state health 
insurance commissioners to produce 
its report. Kaiser is a nonpartisan 
information clearinghouse on the 


nation’s health care system. 

Still, with employer coverage 
averaging about $5,400 a year for 
an individual and $15,100 for a fam- 
ily, $127 isn’t a whole lot of money. It 
amounts to 2 percent of an individ- 
ual plan, and a little less than 1 per- 
cent of the family premium. 

And the insurance industry 
says consumers should take little 
comfort from the rebates because 
premiums are likely to go up over- 
all as a result of new benefits and 
other requirements of the law.

The charge carries a maximum 
penalty of life in prison. Manning 
also faces 21 other counts. 

In seeking dismissal of the most 
serious offense, defense attorney 


David Coombs had argued that 
the charge didn’t properly allege 
that Manning intended to help al- 
Qaeda when he allegedly sent hun- 
dreds of thousands of classified war 
reports to WikiLeaks. 

Manning stated in an online 
chat that he leaked the informa- 
tion because “I want people to see 
the truth.” 

Lind said Thursday that prosecu- 
tors must prove that Manning had 
knowledge he was giving informa- 
tion to the enemy. If they fail to do 
so, Lind said she would entertain 
further motions from the defense. 

Manning hasn’t entered a plea 
to any of the charges. He also hasn’t 
yet decided whether he will be tried 
by a judge or a jury. His trial is set 
for Sept. 21 through Oct. 12. (ap)

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Boy Scouts Oust 
Lesbian Leader 


Group says it has the 
right to exclude gays, 
atheists from ranks 

Bridgeport, Ohio 

The first-graders in Ohio Pack 109’s 
Tiger Scouts didn’t know or care 
their den mother was a lesbian — 
at least not until the Boy Scouts 
of America threw her out over the 
organization’s ban on gays. 

Now parents who were aware of 
Jennifer Tyrell’s sexual orientation 
well before she took the boys on 
campouts and helped them carve 
race cars have rallied to her defense 
in a case that has re-ignited the 
debate over the Scouts’ policy. 

“She wasn’t trying to hide any- 
thing,” said Rob Dunn, a father 
in Bridgeport, a village of about 
2,000 across the Ohio River from 
Wheeling, WYa.

The Boy Scouts of America, 
whose oath calls for members to be

Supreme Court in 2000 but has led 
many state and local governments 
to deny support for the Scouts. 

Male scout leaders who are gay 
have long been barred, but instanc- 
es of women being excluded are not 
well-documented and probably are 
rare. Because of the policy, Tyrell 
said she only reluctantly allowed 
her 7-year- old son to join up in 
Bridgeport, where she lives with 
her partner and their four children. 
Told, she said, by the local cub mas- 
ter that it didn’t matter that she is 
a lesbian, she was drafted to lead 
the pack in September. 

Tyrell told parents at their first 
meeting about her sexual orienta- 
tion. She said she was removed in 
April after the Boy Scouts told her 
to resign because she is gay. 

“In this case, the policy was 
understood by her and her fel- 
low volunteers but not followed,” 
said Deron Smith, a spokesman 
for the Boy Scouts of America.

Landmark ruling 
convicts ex-Liberian 
leader of war crimes 

Leidschendam, 

Netherlands 

Former Liberian president Charles 
Taylor on Thursday became the 
first head of state since World War 
II convicted by an internation- 
al war crimes court, a legal land- 
mark observers say sent a clear 
message to tyrants around the 
world that their days of impunity 
are numbered. 

Taylor, 64, was found guilty on 
11 counts of war crimes and crimes 
against humanity for sending guns 
and bullets to Sierra Leone rebels 
in return for so-called blood dia- 
monds mined by slave laborers and 
smuggled across the border. 

He said nothing in court and 
showed no emotion as he was 
convicted. 

The verdicts were hailed by 
prosecutors, victims and rights 
activists as a watershed moment in 
efforts to end impunity for leaders 
responsible for atrocities. 

“This is a bell that has been 


rung and clearly rings throughout 
the world,” said David Crane, the 
former prosecutor who indicted 
Taylor in 2003. “If you are a head of 
state and you are killing your own 


people you could be next.” 

U.N. Secretary General Ban Ki- 
moon also hailed the judgment 
as “a significant milestone,” said 
U.N. deputy spokesman Eduar- 


do del Buey. 

Despite Thursday’s optimism, 
international efforts to prosecute 
leaders have been spotty so far at 
best, and the global implications 
meant little to survivors of the 
war in Sierra Leone who celebrat- 
ed Taylor’s conviction. 

“I am happy that the truth has 
come out ... that Charles Taylor 
is fully and solely responsible for 
the crimes committed against the 
people of Sierra Leone,” said Jusu 
Jarka, who lost both arms during 
the fighting in 1999 and now runs 
an organization for amputees. 

In Freetown, the capital, crowds 
that had gathered to watch the 
verdicts live on television sighed 
with relief when the conviction 
was announced. 

Edward Songo Conteh was in 
court to watch the verdicts. His 
only regret was that Taylor was 
not immediately sentenced. That 
will happen next month. 

The court has no death penalty 
and no maximum sentence. 

“I want to see this man behind 
bars for the rest of his life,” said 
Conteh, who had one of his hands 
hacked off by child soldiers.

Experts Discredit N. Korea’s Show of Force 

Backstory ... 

North Korea's missiles, called KN-08s, 
were loaded onto the largest mobile launch 
vehicles Pyongyang has ever unveiled. The 
unveiling created an international stir. The 
missiles appeared to be new and designed 
for long-range attacks. That’s a big concern 
because North Korea has long been suspected of trying to field an interconti- 
nental ballistic missile, or ICBM, capable of reaching the U.S. But the weapons 
displayed April 15 appear to be a mishmash of components that could never fly 
together, and they didn’t even fit the launchers they were carried on. (ap) 



Missiles trotted out 
by military simply 
fakes, analysts say 

Tokyo 

Analysts who have studied photos 
of ominous new North Korean mis- 
siles showcased recently at a lavish 
military parade say they were fakes, 
and not very convincing, casting 
further doubt on the country’s 
claims of military prowess. 

Since its recent rocket launch 
failure, Pyongyang’s military 
leaders have made several boast- 
ful statements about its capabili- 
ties. On Wednesday, Vice Marshal 
Ri Yong Ho claimed his country is 


capable of defeating the U.S. “at a 
single blow.” And Monday, North 
Korea promised “special actions” 
that would reduce Seoul’s govern- 
ment to ashes within minutes. 

“There is no doubt that these 


missiles were mock-ups,” Markus 
Schiller and Robert Schmucker, of 
Germany’s Schmucker Technologie, 
wrote in a paper posted online. 

North Korea often overstates its 
military capabilities, but the mis- 


siles displayed this month might 
foreshadow weapons it is work- 
ing on. 

Physicist David Wright noted 
that the first signs the outside 
world got of North Korea’s long- 
range Taepodong-2 missile — upon 
which the recent failed rocket was 
based — was from mock-ups seen 
in 1994, 12 years before it was actu- 
ally tested on the launch pad. 

But Theodore Postol, a profes- 
sor at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, called the recent 
unveiling simply a smoke screen. 

“The only way North Korea 
could develop such a missile with 
its pitiful economy would be if 
someone gave it to them,” he said.

Future Perfect 


Mayor Vincent Gray invited everyone aboard his 
time machine on Tuesday to check out a “Vision 
for a Sustainable D.C." By the year 2032, if all goes 
according to this plan, well have cut our obesity 
rate, energy consumption and greenhouse gas 
emissions all by 50 percent, attracted 250,000 
new residents and made every D.C. waterway 
fishable and swimmable. 


Of course, the part of the strategy to 
turn Washington into the “healthi- 
est, greenest and most livable city” 
in the country that caught my 
attention was the transportation 
goal: 75 percent of all trips made 
by walking, biking or transit. That 
doesn’t seem so out there to me — 
most of my friends already hit that 
number, and if people don’t, it’s an 
awesome aspiration. 

But several commenters at 


Washingtonpost.com think the idea 
is just nuts. “And how do tourists — 
especially retired couples, disabled 
people and families who drive their 
cars to get to the nation’s capital 
— fit into this vision of D.C. with- 
out cars?” asked KathyS. “Which 
tourists are going to bike to a res- 
taurant?” wondered 8-Man2. And 
that charmer jurLkie4politics opined: 
“This city just doesn’t get it that no 
matter what they say or do, cars and 


trucks are, and always will be, as 
big a part of the fabric of this nation 
as baseball and apple pie.” 

I’d argue that it’s these folks 
who don’t get it. Reducing the num- 
ber of car trips doesn’t mean erad- 
icating the automo- 
bile (just as cutting 
obesity doesn’t mean 
saying goodbye to 
delicious apple pie). 
Tourists are already 
biking not only to 
restaurants but to all 
of D.C.’s destinations 
thanks to the rapidly 
expanding Capital Bikeshare pro- 
gram, which finally managed to 
install some stations on the Mall. 
Seriously, my — pregnant! — friend 
visiting last week got around exclu- 
sively with CaBi. 

And Kathy, honey, you’re exhib- 
iting a fundamental lack of under- 
standing of public transportation. 
Many seniors and disabled peo- 
ple can’t drive cars, so they need 
trains, buses and Washington’s 
future streetcar network more 
than any of us. 

Granted, the current system has 
some accessibility issues (along 
with quite a few other issues, as 
the derailment this week remind- 
ed us). A recent study by ergo- 
nomics consultants Alison G. Vre- 
denburgh and Ilene B. Zackowitz 
— and highlighted by the local blog 
Hellonwheelz.org, which is devot- 
ed to disabled Metro rider advo- 
cacy — noted the potential head- 
aches caused by broken elevators, 
no place to secure wheelchairs on 
trains and the wide gaps between 
the platforms and trains. 

The fixes to these problems 
aren’t going to arrive in a car. But 
hopefully, they’ll come via time 
machine. Over the next 20 years, 
the city and WMATA and all of us 
will have to make changes to bring 
this sustainable vision to life.

In the early months of the Obama 
administration.

Only when 
officials noticed how many White 
House reporters were using it did 
they realize that “we were missing 
an opportunity," said former deputy 
press secretary Bill Burton, one of 
the early advocates of official White 
House Twitter accounts, (twp) 


ter had been mentioning Ann Rom- 
ney or the strategist Hilary Rosen’s 
name when Rosen made her com- 
ment on CNN, the number quickly 
jumped to more than 150 tweets per 
minute. And by noon the next day, 
more than 2,800 Twitter users had 
sent Ann Romney’s tweet on to tens 
of thousands of followers. 

What gives Twitter its outsize 
influence in politics is not how 
many users it has but who those 
users are — journalists, elected offi- 
cials, campaign operatives. 

“Every single thing we do, 
there’s a tweet button next to it,” 
said Katie Hogan, a spokeswom- 
an for Obama’s campaign. “We can 
now reach not only our support- 
ers, but our supporters can drive 
the message, too.” 

It makes the pace of earlier rap- 
id-response efforts, such as the 
vaunted 1992 Bill Clinton “war 
room,” seem almost glacial. 

Twitter has also changed the 
tenor of the debate, with candidates 
and campaign operatives posting 
edgy things there that would not 
likely dare to posit if, say, they were 
sitting in front of a television cam- 
era — exchanges that do not exactiy 
represent an elevation of the level 
of political discourse. 

But the Twitterization of poli- 
tics also represents a breakthrough, 
giving ordinary people a chance to 
be part of the political conversation 
in a way they never have before.

The sound of relief could be heard 
in General Manager George 
MePhee’s voice after the Capitals’ 
Game 7 overtime victory over the 
Boston Bruins on Wednesday. 

A Joel Ward goal advanced the 
Capitals out of the first round and 
completed what seemed to be an 
impossible feat of topping the Stan- 
ley Cup champions in a do-or-die 
situation. 

“We needed to win a series like 
this; this franchise needed it,” he 
said. “Boston’s a fabulous organi- 
zation. ... We played them as hard 
as we could. I don’t know how we 
did it, but it was nice to see that go 
in. We needed it.” 


In the past the Capitals have 
fallen flat — or, to put it blunt- 
ly, choked — in Game 7s. But on 
Wednesday night, a seismic shift 
occurred in the Capitals’ world. 

Though they carried the weight 
of past seasons’ failures on their 
shoulders, the Caps proved they 
have changed from those days. 

Instead of being the victim of 
one mistake, the Caps capitalized 


on a failed clear by Boston’s Benoit 
Pouliot to score the series-clinch- 
ing goal. Instead of trying to use 
offense to defeat the Bruins, the 
Caps grinded out four one-goal 
wins. And instead of relying on 
Alexander Ovechkin to carry the 
offense, it was players such as Matt 
Hendricks who came up big.

“This system seems to be the right 
system to play in the playoffs,” Cap- 
itals owner Ted Leonsis said. 

Washington’s 4-3 series win 
over Boston also vindicates many of 
the changes the Capitals made over 
the past season. In late November, 
the Capitals fired coach Bruce Bou- 
dreau and opted for the defensively 
minded Dale Hunter, but the impact 
of the change wasn’t seen until the 
last month of the season. 

Hunter’s team struggled to shed 
some characteristics of Boudreau’s 
squads, and some wondered if 
Hunter would even return as coach 
if the Capitals missed the playoffs. 
Then the Caps bought in. 

The dump-and-chase style 
helped the Capitals clinch the sev- 
enth seed in the NHL playoffs.

The Nationals 

For most of Jordan Zimmermann’s 
career in D.C., he’s been the resi- 
dent tough-luck pitcher, dominant 
on his own but so often undone 
by the failure of his teammates to 
score runs for him. 

But don’t expect Zimmermann 
to cry about it. He knows about bad 
luck, and that ain’t it. This is a guy 
whose face was shattered in col- 
lege by a screaming line drive — 
during batting practice. He didn’t 
complain. He went out and pitched 
— with his jaw wired shut. 

Last season, in his first full year 
with the Nationals, Zimmermann’s 
3.18 ERA was 10th best among 
National League starters, but his 
8-11 record proved he couldn’t do it 
by himself. The Nationals averaged 
4.8 runs in Zimmermann’s starts, 
meaning only four National League 
starters got less run support. 

This year didn’t start off any 
better. Washington (14-4 entering 
Thursday’s game), which visits the 
Los Angeles Dodgers this weekend, 
didn’t score more than three runs in 
any of his first three starts, though 
the team won two of them. 

“He hasn’t been getting hard- 
ly any [run support] at all, but he 
keeps pitching like that, he’s going 
to get a whole bunch of wins,” man- 
ager Davey Johnson said last week 
after Zimmermann allowed only

On Wednesday in San Diego, hard- 
luck pitcher Jordan Zimmermann 
didn’t leave anything to chance, giv- 
ing himself a two-run lead with an 
RBI single and holding the Padres to 
a single run over six innings. He kept 
them down long enough for the Na- 
tionals to break out with a five-run 
seventh inning.

This is Brookland. Its quiet, shady streets 
and single-family homes with yards have long 
been popular with families, gardeners and 
nature-lovers, not to mention the 3,000 stu- 
dents at nearby Catholic University. 

With home prices shooting up in D.C., 
the neighborhood’s affordability is drawing 
more home buyers to Brookland. 

It’s also a straight shot from downtown by 
car or bike. Just head northeast along Rhode 
Island Avenue and across a small bridge to 
9th Street NE.

Once they move in, residents find even 
more to love, including a strong sense of 
neighborhood pride.

it is to be near a Metro [sta- 
tion]. And then they find their way 
to Brookland and realize, Wow, I 
can be on the Metro and live in 
my smaller condo, and I’ll still be 
in the city.’”

aversion to trends and surviving 
a renovation. 

What are some of the current 
trends for kitchens? 

Everyone always asks us that, but 
Anthony and I, in all honesty, don’t 
follow trends. We like to do and cre- 
ate our own ideas. But something a 
lot of people are doing is incorpo- 
rating traditional style with con- 
temporary style, sort of mixing 
the two. You can do that in many 
different ways. Maybe you have a 
more traditional countertop and 
a backsplash that has a more con- 
temporary feel, or maybe cabinets 
with a more contemporary feel and 
lighting with a more traditional or 
rustic look. People want to make 
their kitchens unique. 

Are there any alternatives to the 
ubiquitous granite countertops? 

On “Kitchen Cousins,” we talk 
about this with a lot of our cli- 
ents. Nine times out of 10, they 
want granite or marble. And the 


first thing we say is, “That’s out.” 
It’s an old design trend, and those 
are older and inferior materials 
to what’s new now. What we love 
to use is a quartz material. There 
are a lot of different suppliers; we 
use Caesarstone, Zodiaq, Silestone. 
It’s a phenomenal and much supe- 
rior product that’s 100 percent 
nonporous. 

When you buy a granite coun- 
tertop — and it doesn’t matter what 
grade it is — it’s porous. You have 
to seal it every six months. If you 
don’t seal it, you can have bacte- 
ria that can grow underneath the 
countertops that you never really 
see. When you have a quartz coun- 
tertop, once it’s installed you never 
have to worry about it again. 

What do you consider the toughest 
kitchen problems to tackle? 

One of the major issues is that a 
lot of older homes have really poor 
electrical and plumbing. We’ve been 
doing this for so long that we totally 
take everything out and start over

When Allie Hagan, 25, went apartment- 
hunting, she was looking for the usual 
stuff: the right neighborhood and the 
right price. That’s not as easy as you might 
think when your roommate is a 50 -pound 
German shepherd-Labrador mix named 
Freckles. 

Owning a pet in the city is no easy task, 
but finding a landlord who is willing to rent 
to you and your four-legged friend can be 
even more challenging. Pets can scratch, 
rip and tear walls and furniture, and to put 
it politely, they “have accidents.” All of this 
can mean costly repairs for landlords. 

As a result, only about half of nation- 
wide rentals are pet-friendly, and most of 
those include significant restrictions on 
the size and breed of the animal, says Josh 
Franks, executive director of the Founda- 
tion for Interdisciplinary Research and 
Education Promoting Animal Welfare, a 
Houston-based nonprofit that educates the 
public on animal welfare issues. 

Of the pet-friendly housing available, 
more buildings allow cats than dogs. It’s 
especially difficult to find a home if you 
own a dog that weighs more than 40 
pounds. But it’s not impossible. 

Hagan found a building in Capitol Hill 
owned by a small management company, 
with a yard out back and a dog park for 
Freckles right down the street. 

Franks says renters with pets may have

better luck leasing from small com- 
panies or private owners. “Indepen- 
dent landlords might have more 
ability to talk and negotiate than 
large complexes, which tend to have 
a pet policy set in place. So if you 
have a very large dog, you might 
be better off negotiating with a pri- 
vate owner,” says Franks. 

Even in larger buildings, more 
landlords are starting to figure out 
how to turn pets into a financial 
boon: They charge pet rent. 

“There has definitely been a 
big increase in rentals that allow 
pets. [Landlords] just see that it’s 
good revenue for them,” says Alex 
Dobrow, president of People With 
Pets (Peoplewithpets.com), a web- 
site dedicated to easing the hous- 
ing search for pet owners across 
the country. 

Pet owners in the 
D.C. area can expect ^ ^ 
to pay between $10 
and $50 in pet rent each 
month, says Dobrow. Most animal- 
friendly rentals also charge a non- 
refundable pet deposit, which can 
range anywhere from $50 to sev- 
eral hundred dollars. That’s typi- 
cally in addition to your refund- 
able security deposit. 

Foundry Lofts (301 Tingey St. 
SE, 866-205-5860, Foundryloftsdc. 
com), an upscale industrial apart- 
ment building in Southeast D.C., 
is one of the few large complex- 
es in the city that doesn’t restrict 
the size of your pet. They charge a 
one-time, $500 nonrefundable pet 
fee and $50 a month in pet rent for 



A Walker to Remember 

Love your dog, but have a job? Professionals vs^ith 
pets often turn to dog walkers to give their pooches 
daily exercise and a midday dose of attention. 

“Exercise not only ensures greater mental and 
psychological health for the pets, but also reduces 
the likelihood of them causing damage to the 
home from nervous energy,” said Paul Mann, CEO 
and founder of Fetch! Pet Care (Fetchpetcare.com), 
which has locations in D.C. and Maryland. 

Many reputable walkers advertise at vets’ offices 
or pet-friendly shops around town. An Internet 
search will turn up an abundance of good leads. 

Look for sitters who are bonded, licensed 
and insured. “Ask what their safety protocols 
are,” says Josh Smiroldo, a co-owner of Waggy 
Walkys (http://waggywalkys.com), which 
offers walking services in D.C., Maryland 
and Virginia. Smiroldo also recommends 
asking prospective walkers for references 
and finding out how long they have been in 
business to avoid “fly-by-nighters.” 

Many walking services start off with an in-home 
consultation, so the walker can meet the pet and 
learn about his or her routine. 

Most pet owners give the dog walker a spare 
key to get in during the day or leave a key with the 
doorman if they have one, Mann said. a.m. 


cats or dogs. 

“We’ve decided to allow large 
dogs here because we have the 
Yards Park behind us and there is 
a little doggy park there as well,” 
says assistant manager Sarah 
Swart.

a pet’s indoor behavior can affect 
neighbors. 

Getting to know your neighbors 
is critical to preventing future con- 
flicts, says Nicola Whiteman, vice 
president of government affairs 
in the D.C. Apartment and Office 
Building Association of Metropol- 
itan Washington. 

That’s a lesson Allie Hagan 
learned quickly. Even exercise in 
the nearby dog park didn’t stop 
Freckles from getting restless while 


Hagan was at work. “My neighbor 
downstairs told me my dog was 
being loud during the day some- 
times,” she says. It turned out there 
was a simple fix. “I found out she 
just needed more toys during the 
work day.” 

Another easy fix for noisy pets: 
Consider area rugs or carpeted 
apartments to absorb the sound 
of your pet scampering over the 
floor, Whiteman says. 

For energetic pups, walking 


services are another option to help 
them get rid of that extra energy, 
particularly if you work long days, 
says Whiteman. 

If you’re planning to adopt a pet, 
think ahead about its needs. Before 
Alyssa Montchal, 24, brought home 
a cat, she checked with her land- 
lord to make sure she was abid- 
ing by her building’s pet policy. 
She also bought scratching posts 
to prevent scratches on the walls 
or furniture.

new. We don’t mix and match and 
try to use what’s there. We’ve seen 
a lot of cases where there are a lot 
of fire hazards behind the walls 
that are really huge potential prob- 
lems, and the people living there 
for many years never knew. 

What are some of the easiest fixes 
that a handy homeowner could 
address him- or herself? 

Abacksplash is very easy; it’s really 
just kind of a weekend project. You 
can go to any of your local hard- 
ware stores or a tile supply house 
and find hundreds of different tiles. 
Some even come on 12 by 12 inch 
sheets that are very easy to put up. 
All you need is some thin-set [mor- 
tar], a trowel and the tile. You can 
also easily change out a couple of 
pendant lights or a chandelier; it’s 
very easy to do and will definite- 
ly change your kitchen. You can 
also change out the hardware on 
your doors. 

How do you know what to leave to 
the professionals? 

I’m for people doing their own 
projects, but they really shouldn’t 
get involved in any of the heavy 
mechanical, plumbing or main 
electrical components. They might 
think they saw it on TV or some- 
one told them how to do it, but if 
they do it incorrectiy, it could cause 
some severe problems. When you 
leave it to the pros, they know 
what’s up to code and what’s right 
from wrong. 

What can an updated kitchen add 
to the value of your home? 

What we’re seeing right now.

because the real estate market 
hasn’t been good, is that a lot of 
people instead of trying to move 
are putting more equity back into 
where they live, which we think is 
a great idea. It’s better to update 
your home and actually enjoy it 
while you’re living there. And if 
you’re looking to get that equity 
and make your house attractive, 
the kitchen is the first place to do 
it. It’s always said that kitchens and 
baths are what sell a house. 

If you’re renovating before putting 
your home on the market, what 
should you be sure to do? 

A lot of times people say they’re 
only going to do the cabinets, not 
the countertops. They try to kind 
of piecemeal it together. What we 


tell people is that if you’re going 
to have a renovation and do your 
kitchen over, really make sure that 
it’s cohesive. You don’t want your 
kitchen to look like it’s been thrown 
together. And you often end up, in 
the end, spending more money than 
if you did everything at once. 

What’s the key to surviving a 
kitchen renovation? 

Expect the unexpected. If you open 
up the walls, I will guarantee that 
nine times out of 10 you will find 
something you never thought was 
there. If you’re budgeting out for 
any project, you should always 
have a contingency. If the project 
is going to cost $40,000, have a 
5 percent contingency for things 
you don’t know or for something 
that doesn’t go as planned. In con- 
struction, you always have some- 


thing that comes up that’s going to 
cost you more money in the end. If 
you’re prepared for it in the begin- 
ning, it makes issues much easier 
to handle. 

How can homebuyers see the 
potential in an ugly kitchen? 

Don’t just look at the ugly cabinets 
or floors; all of that stuff can eas- 
ily come out. Look at the overall 
design of the house. If the kitch- 
en lends itself to where you can 
knock down a couple of non-load- 
bearing walls and you can open 
the kitchen up to the living room 
or dining room, the possibilities 
are endless. And if you can get a 
steal for a property, you can go in 
and, with the money you saved 
on the sale side, you can reinvest 
and put it back into the kitchen.

If you look at the real estate data 
in Northern Virginia, all the met- 
rics are up. The only metric that’s 
not really up a lot is number of 
houses on the market. We do have 
year-over-year gains in the num- 
ber of homes sold and year- over- 
year gains in the average sale price, 
which is a trend that shows a pos- 
itive local economy.

Why hold an open house? 

The main reason Realtors recom- 
mend an open house is to create 
traffic, and there is a good chance 
that people will have an opportu- 
nity to fall in love with a proper- 
ty and really know the neighbor- 
hood. You can go and do a virtual 
tour online any time of the day, 
but you’re not getting a sense of 
the neighborhood. 

With so many open houses, is it 
possible to overdo it? 

If you looked at too many houses, 
at the end of the day, you’re not 
going to remember. Make your 
list at the beginning of the day for 
which houses you want to tour and 
try and create a plan that makes 
sense to get to them so that you 
have a strategy and a logic to the 
sequence of the homes.

to grow apart. This is the blue peri- 
od most romantic comedies gloss 
over with attractively sad montage 
sequences set to torchy ballads. 

But instead of rushing toward 
resolution, Segel and Stoller dig in, 
giving Tom’s deepening depression 
increasingly alarming physical cues, 
from a set of unruly lamb chop facial 
whiskers to the now-filthy bunny 
suit, which he wears on particularly 
aimless days.

2l JUMP STREET (R, TOO minutes) The 
Lack of originality or creative ingenuity 
that “2l Jump Street" symbolizes is ad- 
dressed head-on early in the film, when 
a surly police captain tells two new 
recruits that the force has resurrected 
a defunct program from 30 years ago 
that sent undercover cops into high 
schools. The neophytes he’s screaming 
at are Schmidt (Jonah HiLL) and Jenko 
(Channing Tatum), a bumbling nerd and 
good-looking duLLard, respectively, who 
were arch-opposites in their high school 
but have become best buds since going 
through the police academy. Despite the 
edginess and vulgarity, the production is 
suffused by an unmistakabLesweetness. 
“2l Jump Street" might be yet another 
product of Hollywood’s recycling pro- 
gram, but it deserves to be noticed, a.h. 
AMERICAN REUNION (R, 113 minutes) 
Like StifLer, “American Reunion" refuses 
to grow up. The obsession with sex has 
not changed. The subject of coupling, 
uncoupling and re-coupLing with exes 
is almost the sole subject of conversa- 
tion at this reunion. There’s precious 
Little comedy mined from the fact that 
people change. It pushes R-rated movie 
boundaries: If you’ve ever wondered what 
a nude Jason Biggs Looks Likesmooshed 
up against glass, your prayers wiLL be an- 
swered. At times it goes beyond tweaking 
taboos to the downright inappropriate. 
A subplot about a neighborhood girl 
(ALi Cobrin) — she’sturning 18 and has 
the hots for Jim, her former babysit- 
ter-borders on the pedophiLiac. m.o. 
THE CABIN IN THE WOODS (R, 95 min 
utes) Like its spiritual heirs, “The Cabin 
in the Woods" comes not only to praise 
the slasher-, zombie- and gorefests of 
yore but to critique them, elaborating 
on their grammatical elements and 
archetypal figures even while search- 
ing for ways to put them to novel use. 
The opening scenes are when viewers 
meet the principal players, who hew 
teLegenicaLLy to horror-movie conven- 
tions. When they aLL pile into an RV and 
head for one of their cousin’s new place 
on a rural Lake, carnage is sure to ensue; 
when they encounter a spooky old coot 
atan abandoned gasstation on their way, 
their tragic fates are aLL but sealed. Asa 


playful departure from the torture porn 
that it obliquely Lampoons, “The Cabin 
in the Woods" marks a welcome return 
of cheap thrills and simple bump-in- 
the-night frights, with some stinging 
seLf-criticaL commentary on the side. A.H. 
CHIMPANZEE (G, 82 minutes) “Chimpan- 
zee," the foLLow-up feature to ALastair 
FothergiLL and Mark LinfieLd’s “Earth," 
is one part “Wild Kingdom" and one part 
wacky-taLking-animaL tale. As narrated 
by Tim ALLen, the chimps at the center 
of “Chimpanzee" appear to think out 
Loud as they forage for food, groom and 
pLay with one another and sleep in the 
Ivory Coast. Throughout the film, which 
revolves around the adventures of an 
adorable baby chimp thatthefiLmmakers 
have nicknamed Oscar, ALLen doesn’t just 
describe the action but also gives voice 
to Oscar’s innermost thoughts. Although 
rated G, “Chimpanzee" features scenes 
of rivaLchimpanzee packsattacking each 
other. Some sequences are intense and 
frightening. And what happens to Oscar 
is genuinely, if only momentarily, sad. m.o. 
THE HUNGER GAMES (PC 13, 142 min 
utes) This adaptation of the hit young 
adult novel centers on grievous violence 
and children, who, in author Suzanne Col- 
lins’ floridly postapocaLyptic future, are 
subjected to an annual ritual wherein they 
murder one another as part of a nation- 
wide reality show. That perverse dystopia 
is brought faithfully, if unspectacuLarLy, 
to Life by director Gary Ross. If the series’ 
Legions of fans miss a detail here or a 
subplot there, they’ll still recognize its 
bones and sinew, especially in Jennifer 
Lawrence’s eagle-eyed heroine, Katniss 
Everdeen. The Hunger Games have been 
instituted by the elite Leaders of a country 
in order to keep down a restive populace. 
After randomly plucking a boy and a girl 
from each of the federation’s districts, 
a shadowy government-entertainment 
complex subjects them to a kiLL-or-be- 
killed group hunt. Lawrence is never Less 
than grounded and believable as a young 
woman forced by circumstance to as- 
sume wisdom far beyond her years. A.H. . 
THE LUCKY ONE (PG-13, 101 minutes) Can 
a drama be too restrained? “The Lucky 
One," adapted from a Nicholas Sparks 
novel, stars Zac Efron in a sudsy romantic 
melodrama. ALL great romances hinge on 
two things: keeping the principaLsapart 
and getting them together. When a con- 
clusion is as foregone as the one in “The 
Lucky One," the first part of the equation 
becomes nothing but contrivance and 
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ginned-up conflict. Most of “The Lucky 
One" consists of proving how sensitive 
Logan (Efron) is and how put-upon Beth 
(TaylorSchiUing) isasshe cLattersaround 
her grandmother’s impeccably distressed 
cottage and affects Veronica Lake- 
esque bangs-in-the-eye sultriness, a.h. 
MIRROR MIRROR (PG, 106 minutes) 
Director Tarsem Singh has shown a gift 
forfantasticalsettings, and Snow White’s 
kingdom is no exception. Unfortunately, 
actress Lily CollinsasSnow White offers 
a pale reflection of her stunning setting. 
The plot is simple enough for younger 
Disney princess fans to follow. The fair 
Snow White is sequestered in her late 
father’s castle by her pathologically 
vain stepmother, the Evil Queen (Julia 
Roberts). After sneaking out of the for- 
tress for a visit to the village. Snow has 
a typical meet-up with Prince Alcott 
of Valencia in the woods. He has been 
bound and burgled, and she, having no 
idea he is a prince, unties him and then 
blushes furiously. Later, when the prince 
arrives atthe castle looking forsanctu- 
ary, the queen goes into cougar mode. 
But naturally, the prince has eyes only 
for Snow. Disney’s kind and gentle Snow 
White was charming, could sing and 
regularly talked to woodland creatures. 
Thesamecannotbesaid of Collins. Most 
of Snow’s interactions with the mag- 
netic prince are tepid, except for one 
flirty sword fight, sandie angulo chen 
THINK LIKE A MAN (PG-13, 120 minutes) 
An all-star revue of some of the most 
physically stunning actors in Hollywood, 
“Think Like a Man" is a pleasure if only 
on a purely sensory level. The nine main 
characters in “Think Like a Man" might be 
archetypes-bordering-on-stereotypes, 
but all manage to resemble authentic 
human beings, thanks to the terrific 
actors who play them: Taraji P. Henson, 
Meagan Good, Regina Halland Gabrielle 
Union. Each of these gorgeous, high- 
achieving, self-aware women faces a 
specific dating problem for which Steve 
Harvey, author of the book the movie is 
based upon, hasjustthe rightadvice. For- 
get hackneyed cliches about Players and 
Dreamers and the scheming women who 
seek to domesticate them. Focus on the 
pleasures of watching a group of gifted 
actors spar and seduce each other with 
genuine warmth, and “Think Like a Man" 
just might go straight to your head. a.h. 
THE THREE STOOGES (PG, 92 minutes) 
The imbecilic “Stooges" still manages 
to pummel you into submission with 92 


minutes of relentless stupidity. Even by 
Stooges standards, it’s overly juvenile 
and totally dumb. The original Stooges, 
of course, were a vaudeville act whose 
physical shtick was characterized by ag- 
gressive but finely choreographed kicks, 
punches, snaps and falls. With the Farrel- 
ly brothers’ (Bobby and Peter) “Stooges," 
the routine hits a new low. The Farrellys 
have made funny movies mining smart 


humorfrom notoriously idiotic protago- 
nists, but the brothers have been stuck 
in a rut lately, and “Stooges" isn’t going 
to help pull them out. sean o’connell 
WRATH OF THE TITANS (PG 13, 99 
minutes) The only reason you’ll feel any 
wrath is because you shelled out 12 bucks 
for this steaming bucket of half-baked 
plot, cliched dialogue and disappoint- 
ing 3-D special effects. It might be even 


worse than the original. Who, exactly, was 
clamoring for a follow-up? As before, Sam 
Worthington plays Greek hero Perseus, 
the demigod son of Zeus (Liam Neeson). 
Zeus is imprisoned by his brother Hades 
(Ralph Fiennes) in an effortto overthrow 
the Olympian gods and resurrect Kronos, 
the dormant leader ofthe evil Titans. To 
save Zeus, Perseus goes on a quest to 
the underworld. At stake is not just his 


father’s life, butthefuture ofthe entire 
world. In an effortto appealto audiences 
who might resist anything that smacks 
ofthe classics, the dialogue includes 
anachronisms such as “You gotta be 
kiddin’ me.’’ They go^^
